HOW NAVVIES LIVE. 


A striking picture of the life lived by a 
very ee aan of the community is 
given by Dr. ‘arrar in 4 re} r 
ed for the Local Government Birk bei 

While the Brooklands motor-racing track 
near Weybridge was in course of construction 
a complaint was received by the Local Govern- 
ment Board as to the failure of the contractors 
to provide proper accomodation for the navvies 
ngaged in the work, and as to the nuisance to 
districtarising from this default, Dr.Reginald 
‘arrarwasinstructed to inquireinto the matter. 
describing the track and its cost, he 
says that night and day shifts were at work, 
that the average wage might bé taken! at abont 
24s. a week, and that at the time of his visit 
at least 1600 men were employed daily on the 
work. In addition to those in regular employ- 
ment there were a variable and uncertain 
number of irregular workers, who work about 
two days ata time, draw a “sab,” and then 
hang about the public-honses, till the money is 
consumed. There were also casual unemployed 
labourers and tramps who had come into the 
neighbourhood on the chance of a job of to 
sponge on the regular navvies. In all it may 
be assumed that a floating population of not 
fewer than 2000 men has been added to- the 
normal population during the month of April. 

“I found no provision whatever made by the 
contractors for the housing or accommodation 
of the men in their employment. There were 
not even any shelters to which the men could 
resort in wet weather. The navvies employed 
either (1) find lodgings in the neighbourhood 
and walk or cycle to their work ; (2) come in 
by train from longer or shorter distances ; (3) 
sleep ‘rough’ for want of accommodation.” 
After deaiing with the difficulties of finding 
lodgings in the neighbourhood, and estimating 
the number of men who travelled from London 
at 300 (paying 4s. 6d. each a week for tickets), 
Dr. Farrar says : 

“There remain those who sleep ‘rough’ for 
want of accommodation, The contractor’s 
manager is inclined to minimise this element, 
alleging that those men sleeping ‘rough’ are 
not genuine navvies, but casnal labourers, 
loafers, and tramps. Having been round the 
works by night as well as by day, and conversed 
with scores of men, I can confidently state that 
many—probably 300 or more—of the men 
regularly employed on the works at the date of 
my visit were without any proper lodging.” 

When the public-houses were closed Dr. 
Farrar and two constables made a search and 
found the following :—Six men sleeping in 
straw-yards, in or under the stacks. Seventeen 
men sleeping in a disused cowshed, 24ft. by 
12ft. by 7ft. at the eaves. This shed was 
inside the track. The men were Sleeping on 
the bare ground, without straw or hay for 
bedding. The available air space was certain- 
ly less than 200 cubic feet per head. More 
than a score of men were lying or sitting 
round a brazier near 8 co! having no 
other prospect of shelter for the night. About 
thirty were sleeping in a dell near the railway 
lige in groups round fires, which they had 
kindled between the trunks of felled trees. A, 
casual search revealed three men _ sleeping 
among the gorse and heather of Weybridge/ 
Common. I cannot doubt but that a careful 
search would have led to the finding of many 
more. As was the case in the day-time, the 
great majority of these homeless men were 
genuine navvies, regularly working for the 
contractors.” 

Dr. Farrar- gives the following among his 
conclusions :—“The proximity of London (nine- 
teen miles) is regarded by the contractors as, 
to some extent, exonerating them from the 
responsibility of providing accommodation. 
Taking all thecircumstances into consideration, 
as enhancing the difficulties of the case, Lam 
still of opinion that the contractors have failed 
to meet their moral responsibilities towards 
their workmen and towards the district which 
they haye flooded with such a large number of 
non-residents. I would suggest that any contrac- 
tor employing more than a certain number of 
men on any works might be put under the 
obligation to inform beforehand the sanitary 
authority of the district concerned as to the 
commencement of such works and of their close. 
The sanitary authority should be under the 
obligation to notify the Local ‘Government 
Board, and thus a current register of construc- 
tional works might be formed and kept up to 
date.”

MR. BLUNT AND THR 
CYPRUS CONVENTION. 


REPLY TO “TOBY, M-P.” 


Mr. Blunt has sent the following reply to 
the criticism of his conclusions in his “Secret 
History of the English Occupation of Egypt” 
regarding the acquisition of Cypras by Great 
Britain in a recent issue of the “Westminster 
Gazette.” 

T am glad that Mr. Lucy should have raised 
the. question in your columns of what took 
place at the Congress of Berlin about the 
Cyprus Convention in 1878, as it is a point of 
great historical importance which «needs being 
accurately determined, leading, as it did, to 
the French aggression on Tunis in 1881, and 
to much else that has happened since and is 
happening in North Africa, 

It is very possible that, as Mr. a says, 
there may. be a eonfusion of dates in my 
account of the quarrel with M, ‘Waddington, 
as given in my “Secret History of the English 
Occupation of Egypt,” or, rather, i in my re- 
collection of the account given me ofit in 
1879 by Lord Lytton. Ihave no implicit faith 
in recollections dating from so far back, nor 
had I in 1879 begun to keep a ‘political 
journal. I willlook up the dates quoted by 
Mr. Luey, and embody the result in a note to 
the second edition of my. History now being 
got ready. 

Inthe meanwhile it will perhaps help Mr. 
Luey to aless sceptical attitude ifI give you 
in corroboration, the full text of what is, at 
any rate, the authentic record of a conversation 
I had with Count Corti on the same subject 
five years later, a conversation set ‘down by 
meat the time, and which I find recorded 
in my diary of 1884g1 beg Mr. Lucy to observe 
that the Count, who had been Italian Ambas- 
sador at the Congress, and who was now, when 
I met him at Constantinople in 1884, Ambassa- 
dor to the Sultan, relates of the Cypras 
Convention that it had been “broken gently to 
Waddington before the news was published.” 
May not this previons divulging at Berlin of 
the secret Convention reconcile the discrepancy 
of dates, and leave the story as I have remember- 
ed it, if not quite accurately told, substantially 
true ? 

“October 26.—Count ’Corti came to take us 
ina steam launch to Therapia. We had luncheon 
with the Wyndhams, and called on the Noailles 
{at'thé English and French Embassies]... . On 
our way back to Constantinople Count Corti 
entertaitied us with stories of the Berlin Con- 
gress and of Lord Salisbury’s antics there. 
Disraeli and Salisbury has. gone there quite on 
their high horse to curb the territorial ambition 
of Russia, and the publication of the secret 
Convention for the acquisition. of Cyprus was 
a great shock to everybody. Salisbury broke it 
gently to Waddington before the news was 
published, and Waddington consulted his 
colleagues, it being generally agreed that there 
was no middle course between going to war 
and saying nothing. ‘Il faut la gnerre on se 
taire.’ But the publication was a great blow to 
Disraeli, who took to his bed and did not appear 
for four or five days. Lord Salisbury, however, 
brazened ‘it out, and came to the Congress with 

an air of defiance. There was no rupture be- 
tween him and Waddington, and they.remained 
on apparently friendly terms ; but Waddington 
had his revenge. He was sitting one day 
with Salisbury, and, the conversation leading 
that way, Waddington asked what the English 
Government would say to France taking 
Tunis, and Salisbury said he did not see 
the harm. Whereupon Waddington. communi- 
cated this to Paris, and on his return the 
French Ambassador in London was instructed 
to write to Lord Salisbury reminding him of 
his words. Thus Salisbury was caught. ‘But,’ 
said Corti, ‘if he had known anything of his 
business he would have declined to answer the 
note officially and wou!d have pleaded a pri- 
vate conversation.. He did not believe that 
any arrangement of condominium was come to 
between Salisbury and Waddington at that 
time, thongh I told him without mentioning 
names, of the letter Lytton had shown me. 
Count Corti is interesting diplomatically, as 
he has been to more Congresses than any man 
in Europe.” 

This is, I think, as good evidencelto the 
main fact, donbted by Mr. Lucy, that it was 
the Cyprus Convention; not a- private Agree- 
ment with Russia, that led to the quarrel and 
compromise about Tunis, as in such very se- 
eret affairs is likely to be had. I take this op- 
portunity of saying publicly to all whom it 
may convern that I shall be really grateful 
for corrections on first-hand authority of inac- 
curate statements made in my History, espe- 
cially if they are sent me in time for the 
new edition.

TAR TRADE TREATY. 


We extract the following, relating to thé 


trade between Egypt and South Italy, from |: 


the “Diplomatic and Consular Report” for 
1906 :— 

A commercial treaty has been ccaskadaal 
between Italy and Egypt, similar in many 
respects to those concluded by the latter 
country with the United Kingdom, Austria. 
Hungary, Belgiam, France, and Germany. 
This treaty will protect Italian im 


from possible vexatious interpretations of the 


customs laws of Egypt, and will’ smooth over, 
certain points. which in. the past have giver 
tise to discussions. The methods. of. yalt 
are clearly laid down in the seventh clause, 
and further on, the-law.is- settled.as regards 
patterns, and the exemption of goods in hae 
the importation of arms and reciprocal ti; 

of fishery in territorial waters. The trade, 66 
Italy with Egypt is oné -which-is- b 
more and more important, In 1900 the im: 
ports from Egypt to Italy amounted to 
434,280/., and rose in 1904 (the latest’ year 
for which there are statistics) to 660,000/. ; 
while Italian exports to Egypt, which in 1900 
amounted to 1,200,000/., reached 1,840,0007. 
in. 1904. 

Italian exports to Egypt consist principally 
of wine, olive oil, cordage, cotton ‘and silk 
textiles, raw silk, matches, furniture, paper, 
sulphur, coloured pottery, flour (to the value 
of 40,0002. in 1904), macaroni, ‘cut coral and 
marble. In silk alone the export amounted in 
1904 to 320,000/. 

The Italian imports from Egypt consist 
mainly of cotton in its raw state, which from 
820,000/. in 1901 rose in 1905 to 600,000%, ; 
while other imports of less value are tobacco, 
gum, hides, scrap iron, ivory, mother-of-pearl

‘and tortoiseshell. 


The increase of business to be hoped for 
from this treaty, combined with the increasing 
passenger traffic between the two countries, 
should enable Italy to establish lines of com- 
munications which will be highly profitable, 
and open out the markets of Egypt. 

The large number of Europeans who visit 
Egypt every winter has caused a remarkable 
increase in the number of hats imported into 
that country. The total valne in 1891 was 
8,772/. from all countries, whereas in 1906 
the amount reached the sum of 21,0752, or an 
increase of 12,3037. The trade is in the hands 
of France, the United Kingdom‘ and Italy, 
other countries having no. considerable share 
in it. France and. the United Kingdom have 
both doubled their trade, and: that of Italy 
has increased very largely. The values for 
the three countries are France, 9,317/.; the 
United Kingdom, 5,864/. ; and Italy, 2,652/. ; 
leaving 3,260/. for other countries. © British 
trade is mainly in felt hats and cheap cloth 
caps; the French in straw hats and boys’ 
caps, for which they have a large sale in the 
Sondan; and the Italian in the fine straw 
hats of Tuscany, especially those for the use 
of ladies. The greater part of the entire trade 
is in straw. hats, as the mild climate makes 
them preferable to the heavier kinds of head- 
covering. 


THE “OLIVEMOOR.” 


Contrary to the hopes expressed in our issue 
of yesterday the “Olivemoor” has not yet been 
refloated, and we understand that the damage 
done to her bottom exceeds the extent at first 
estimated by those in charge of the salvage 
operations. 

Late last night the “Bergher Wilhelm” left 
the stranded -vessel, the rough weather not 
permitting her to continue the necessary opera- 
tions, and up to the present there is no sign of 
her returning. The vessel has now been 
considerably lightened by the pumping opera- 
tions but in order to float her it will be neces- 
sary to raise her at least four feet. 
In order to do this it will be necessary to dis- 
charge a part of the cargo, and this will be 
done at the earliest moment possible. Unfor- 
tunately the weather continues unfavourable, 
and the extensive damages which the ship has 
sustained greatly handicaps the salvage oper- 
ations, 

We are pleased to learn that Mr. Grieg, 
Acting Consul-General for Alexandria, has 
refused to discharge the crew of the “Olive- 
moor” on the grounds that (1) the ves- 
sel has not yet reached harbour, (2) that 
she isnot yet a complete wreck, and that 
there is every probability that she will be 
refloated should the weather conditions become 
more favourable than at present. 

The engine-room and stoke-hole are now free 
of water, and the donkey engine continues to 
be used for pnmping operations.

Though river competition natarally effects 
railway receipts, the conntry.as a whole un- 
doubtedly benefits by the dual stream of traf- 
fic. Finally, with. view to preventing the ex- 
haustion, of the soil by donble-cropping, the 
British anthorities have been at great pains to 
introduce chemical and other artificial manures 
aforetime unknown to, or at least ignored by, 
the native farmers, who formerly contented 
themselves with refuse earth taken. from anci- 
ent ruined villages. And this does not merely 
apply to well-to-do farmers, for the Ministry 
of finance yearly grants advances to the Agri- 

cultural Society (in 1907 £50,000 has been 
already voted) for the purpose of purchasing 
manures to retail to small farmers. The result 
of these reasoned improvements has been to 
treble in the last seven years the value of 
lands worth from £20 to £25 an acre in 1900 
and to double those valued in the same year 
at from £50 to £60. And if exception is taken 
to my statement of the case it can only justly 
be in the form of an assertion that I have un- 

derstated it. I hold that this rise in the value 
of agricultural land is not fictitious, but justi- 
fied by sound, business-like calculation. For 
instance, take a farm of 100 acres whicl yield- 
edits owner in 1900 a nett income of £450; 
if we capitalize the value of the land on the 
basis of a 74% profit.the 100 acres were thén 
worth £6,000—or £60 an acre, And inasmuch 
as in 1907 the same farm yields probably well 
gver £1,000 net income, we find on the same 
74%, basis, that its capitalized value to-day is 
over £13,000—or £130 per acre. 

The next-step in our argument leads us to 
consider cotton, Egypt’s staple product, and it 
will be-clearly shown how it has advanced both 
in quantity and price, while its distinctive 
qnalitity has been maintained. The reason for 
confining my remarks to cotton is, roughly 
speaking, because Egyptian farmers in general 
look to their cotton crop for their profit; the 
other produce of their lands—wheat, maize, 
clover, etc.—being sufficiently valuable to 
enable the farmer to pay. his taxes, his own 
daily expenses, his labourers, the upkeep of 
his farm, and the feed of his cattle, plus the 
purchase of selectéd seed for the next season. 

Even as the value of agricultural land, speak- 
ing generally, has doubled throughout Egypt, 
so also has the cotton crop more than doubled 
in quantity since the British occupation, having 
risen from three million cantars (of 991b. each) 
in 1887 to seven million cantars in 1907, and 
it is estimated, when all basin lands shall have 
been reclaimed, that the annual cotton crop may. 
reach to ten million cantars. The price of 
cotton per cantar has also practically doubled: 
in the last ten years, as in 1896-7 it averag- 
ed $9 4 (£1.18s.) and in 1906-7 $19, or}* 
£3 16s. Egypt’s cotton crop in 1896-7 fetched a}: 
little over £11,000,000 while in 1906-7 it 
produced close on £27,000,000. That the high 
price of $19 per’cantar still rules is evidenced 
by the fact that more than one-third ‘of the 
present (new) crop has already been sold at— 
in fact, over—that figure. 

Incidentally, I may mention thatof the influx 
of gold into Egypt to pay for these huge cotton 
‘crops an undue proportion remainsin the coun- 
try, and unfortunately it does not all remain 
in circulation, for the natives hoard gold, and 
even convert important quantities of gold coins 
into jewellery. It has been estimated that dur 
ing the last four years over £15,000,000 of the 
imported gold has been added to the permanent 
stock of the country, much of which lies dor- 
mant like a miser’s store ; and this practice of 
hoarding, besides being in itself senseless, is 
undoubtedly a fertile cause <of much crime. 
The chief hope of the return-te circulation of 
any considerable portion of these hoards lies 
in the fact that the natives have 4 mania for 
baying farm lands, and, as slightly over one~ 
eighth of the arable lands in Egypt are still 
in the hands of foreigners, it is probable that 
the natives, who do not invest in company 
shares, will seek to purchase all or part of these 


foreign holdings, and so the accumulation of 


gold may be gradually released. That they will 
so absorb the greater part of the lands now 
held by aliens I have little doubt, for the 
prosperous native is not niggardly, and ‘if he 
wants a plot of land, especially if it adjoins 
his own farm, he will assuredly make a hand- 
some offer.

A correspondent writes to the “Rochester 
Post Express” :— 

I find Egypt changing in character. 'The 
Mohammedans are being corrupted by the 
Christians, and the simple living rote by 
the Koran, whereby the believer abstains from 
strong drink and other vices, has become in- 
fected with ‘the gy and giddy pleasures of the 
French. Cairo, the city of the Arabian nights, 
and the Mohammedan call to prayer is now 
mingled with the bacchanalian songs of the 
cafe chantants. In many cases the system of 
the harem is being pes Pace for something 
worse. The average Mohammedan has but one 
wife, bat in many cases he has a sweetheart 
in a house around the corner. 

The ghouls of modern science are robbing 
the graves of those’ who made the pyramids. 
A telephone line has been stretched out of 
Cairo almost to the ear of the Sphinx, and 
there is a hotel at the base of the Pyramid of 
Cheops, where English men and women drink 
brandy and soda between the games of tennis 
and golf.

Feypt, are now making fortunes. The pure 
Mohammedans do not as a rule go into banking 
or money-lending. That is against the Koran 
and they invest most of their savings in lands. 

The foreign population of Egypt is less than 
200,000. The greater part of it is to be found 
in Alexandria and Cairo, and in the other 
towns of the Nile valley, as well as in Suez and 
Port Said. There are more Greeks than any 
other. The Greeks have been exploiting the 
Egyptians and the Nile valley for more than 
2,000 years and they are to-daygthe sharpest, 
shrewdest and most unscrupulous business 
men in it.

“Whatever the Almighty has ordained, let 
it happen,” said the/Persian Presibrywhen his 
coachman begged him to leave Parliament by 
a back exit to avoid strange people near the 
other gate. So he went the usual way, and was 
shot dead by a money-changer (Aug. 31, 1907). 
This dramatic incident calls attention to the 
romance of modern Persia—the establishment 
of a Parliament among the wearers’ of turbans 
—a constitutional movementwhieh the “Times” 
says has “transformed the whole sitnation inthe 
country.” h 
“Few-events could afford more suggestive 
food for- meditation to the’ practical statesman: 
and to the speculative student of history inthe 
making,” adds the Times” in # mest ‘informs 
ative-article. “The magnitudeand | the energy: 
of the movement in the northerm provinoés 
mquestionable. It has achieved ' stantiing: re-

menace ‘of popular.action. In a laadawhieh hes: 
known no’form of rule but the aneontrolled 
dominion of ‘the great King’ since the days-of 
Cyras dnd ‘of Xerxes, it has dstablished” an 
elected’ Parliament with very wide -eonstitn- 
tional powers; which is conscious and jealous of 
its rights. Before that movement the greatest: 
pritices and potentates of the kingdom have 
bowed low. 

“The Ain-ed-Dowleh, who was governing 
Persia with boundless: authority and relentless 
severity last year, fell without a struggle atits 
summons. The Zill-esSultan, an unele of the 
Shah, whose commands were law over almost 
half the kingdom for nearly forty years, has 
been dismissed from the Governorship of 
Isfahan on its demand. Great provincial chiefs 
like Asaf-ed-Dowleh, the Governor of Khoras- 
san, and a host of high officials and courtiers, 


“have been forced to surrender their posts and 


their emoluments. Even the Belgian heads of 
the new Customs service, who enjoyed the spe- 
cial countenance and support of Russia, have 
had to resign their lucrative and important 
offices in deference to the cry of the people. 
The Shah himself, who at first showed reluct- 
ance to confirm the Constitution granted by 
his dying father, quickly found it expedient to 
ratify that document in the amplest and most 
solemn form. Yet more significant, perhaps, is 
the way in which the powerful and highly 
organised religious chiefs of the nation, the 
Mujtehids and Mollahs, are constrained to con- 
tinue at the head of a movement which they 
have come to regard with snspicion end with 
fear, lest opposition to it should shatter their 
spiritual authority. 

“Bnt great though the power which has 
wrought these changes must manifestly be, its 
nature and extent and the degree of per- 
manence which it may possess are for the 
present incalculable to Western observers. 
Behind it there must be a certain numberof 
men possessed of considerable faculty for or- 
ganisation. These men did not originate the 
revolution, though doubtless they had been 
preparing for it. The late Shah offered no 
resistance to their demands, and the first 
Persian Parliament actually met for the des- 
patch of business in the autumn, and at once 
became supreme in the State. 

“More remarkable even than the revolution 
which the reformers have effected in the central 
Government have been the changes whieh they 
have accomplished in local administration 
Throughout the north-eastern provinces, and 
in many towns in other provinces, they have 
not only driven out the former Governors, 
whose sole occupation was to amass riches by 
extortion and corruption, but they have achiev- 
ed the far more difficult.and creditable feat of 
creating a comparatively efficient local govern- 
ment instead of the old despotism. In many 
places the new authorities have their own police, 
and pay them, a precaution against oppression 
which the former Governors and their deputies 
never took. Order is better preserved and the 
property and persons of strangers as well as of 
natives are safer, where the new. authorities 
command, than where the survivors of the old 
system yet remain. The machinery of the 
movement undoubtedly consists of a network 
of secret societies. Little, naturally, is known 
of the numbers and the constitution of these 
bodies, but they are said to have their head. 
quarters, with supplies of arms.and of bombs 
ready, across the Russian border, and it is 
certainly through them that the movement is 
spread and directed. 

“The general objects which the reformers 
have in view are the preservation of Persia 
from foreign control, and the establishment of 
some tolerable form of domestic government 
and administration. It may be doubted, 
however, whether even the most enlightened 
of them have anyglear ideas as to how. these 
ends should be attained. The proceedings. ot 
the Parliament have shown that the leaders. of 
the popular party have almost as little grasp 
of the real facts of the world as’ ordinary 
Chinamen. Unlike the loeal administrations, 
the Legislature has not displayed any capacity. 
for constructive legislation, and it has not 
hitherto produced any statesman of command- 
ing ability and character. These are serious 
shortcomings in a nation which aspires to self- 
government. 

“Over against the reformers stand the forees 
of reaction. They are necessarily considerable 
ina country like Persia. It is no secret that 
the reigning Shah, Mohammed Ali, tolerates 
the Constitution only because he is afraid to 
attack it without the assurance of foreign 
support. About him are gathered all the classes 
which grew rich upon the spoils of office 
ander the old régime. 

“The Parliament, not unnaterally, has dis- 
appointed the extravagant hopes which its 
creation excited. Some of its own members are 
complaining that its lahours have produced 
nothing, but,anarehy, and it has failed utterly 
and conspjgnously when tried by that greet 
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to Europeans, which an. unstable situation 
always involtes4m ° ooantries, are 
aggravated by some special features of the 
position in Persia. The frequent resignations 
of Ministers: andthe: of Persian ter- 
ritory by Turkish troops eannot but increase 
the general unrest,'The' position is plainly 
critical, and it imposes upon the Powers im- 
mediately concerned’ the obligation of wateh- 
tulfiess, judgment, and: firm action in common, 
inorder to ‘avert the danger of very serious 
complications. Events in Persia may clearly at 
any nrement tax the resources of the friendliest 
diplomacy:” : :
